Mr. Hugessen was born In

after which he returned to McGill 
to Uko Ms DCL In 1960. Huges- 
sen .is now ft practicing lawyer 
In the 3dontreal area. 
. Itoseufcld nnd Hugessen are 
two of Uie "most illiisti-ioua de- 
Ibntors 3IcOIII has ever prodiio- 
ed." During Uiclri- collegiate 
career, (liey remained iindcaf* 
eatcd In more tlinn twenty In- 
(crcolleKlutc debates, llicy have 
«lefe«te»I Harvard and I'rlnce- 
(on, uiiioi^ otlicr universities 
' on tho continent, and have tni- 
veiled to (ircat Britain on a 
•victorious tour. 

Because of the great distance 
between their residences, Rosen- 
feld and Hugessen prepared their 
debate by means of tape record- 
ers.

UBC Votes 
To Remain 
In NFCUS 

The rumored threat of UDC 
withdrawl from NFCUS was tem- 
porarily banished Monday night 
when thestudent council voted to 
pay the 20 cent per student NF- 
CUS fee for this year. 

The threat of witbdrawl from 
NFCUS came when UBC delegates 
Ivan Feltnian and Vaugban Lyon 
returned from the NFjCUS drawl 
form rather than .pay the pro- 
posed 30 cent raise In Federation 
fees. 

The 50 cent fee. supported by 
University of Toronto delegates 
was approved at the NFCUS con- 
ference In spite of threats of 
withdrawl from UBC and other 
delegates. 

Students at the University of 
Toronto, In a recent referendum, 
voted against the fee increase, re- 
versing the stand of tboir repre- 
sentatives and leuvlng the NFCUS 
fee Increase an open (lucstloii un- 
til theconference next October. 

Effect of the council motion at 
UBC iH that they will remain In 
NFCUS this year without a 
change In fees, with tho entire 
NFCUS question left to a later 
date.

At February 
Of Students' Society 

Tho February 17 meeting of the Students' Society will be asked to amend the 
constitution, raising its fees from $15 to $17 per student. A motion suggesting such an 
amendment was passed by a vote of 11 to 4 at a recent meeting. of the Students' Executive 
Council. 

The two dollar increase, which would be allocated to The Diiily, was thought neces- 
sary to keep the activities of the Students' Society operatiiig rouglily as at present. Even 
with the increase, a reduction of The Daily budget of $5,000 will be indicated. This reduc- 
tion will force The Daily to reduce either its size or its frequency of issue next year. 

Pauline Mowat, President of the Women's Union, voted 
agfiinst the motion, feeling that it would be possil)Ie to allo- 
cate the necessary money to The Daily from present revenue 
of the Students' Society. To do this, she admitted, would 
mean ttiking the money from other clubs and societies, jis 
has been done to meet Tho Daily's deficit this year, but she 
still felt that with other University fees going up "we can- 
not go blithely spending money till over the i)lace." I^Iiss 
Mowat added, however, that she was convinced that some 
raise in fees would have to be made within four or five years. 

Also voting agjiinst the proposed increase were: John 
Jonas, President of the Union, Alison Knox, Jlember for Arts 
and Science, and Colin Forbes, Member for Medicine. 

In Favour 

Mr. Ralph Shackell, Secretary-Treasurer of the Stu- 
'ienls' Society, disagreed with ^liss Mowat over the iK).ssil)il- 
ity of taking enough money away from other campus organ- 
izations. "It would be impossible to do so," he said, "witiiout 
seriously affecting most of the other activities of the Stu- 
dents' Society, and cutting off many of them entirely." 

^Ir. Shackell further pointed out that htid it not been 
for the profits of the University Bookstore, half of which 
were devoted to The Daily this year, the all-over deficit of 
the Students' Society would have risen to $15,000. This 
would mean that either The Daily or the other activities 
would have to be reduced by that sum in order to balance 
the budget. 

Committee Report 
Discussion of a fee raise followed the presentation of 

an interim report of a SEC Committee investigating the 
financial problems of The Daily. The Daily has been running 
a $14,000 deficit this year, due to an increase of over lOO^o 
in printing costs. 

The committee presented the alternatives of increasing 
the i-evenue of The Daily or of cutting the number of issues 
to 25 per year. This compares with 92 issues last year, and

Why We Need The Money 



At the next meeting of tlie Students' 
Society, it is likely that you will be cisked 
to raise your own fees. Since the chief bene- 
ficiary of such an increase will be The 
Daily, it seems only proper that wc should 
try to explain why we need the money. 

You will have to decide, firstly, whcllior 
or not you arc willing to pay an extra two 
dollars to keep The Daily publishing four 
days a week. You will also have to decide 
whether or not you think that a fee raise 
is necessary for this result. To the second 
question, we can give no answer, but we 
hope that a little background wfll help to' 
clarify the first. 

There is no doubt that to remain a 
"Daily" — even a four day a week daily — 
the extra money is neccsçary. This year's 
deficit is the result of an astronomical rise 
in our jirinting costs. Last year they were 
ridiculously low — lower for the year than 
for The Georgian, priiitcd by Sir Oeoi'ge 
Williams College, which is a weekly. Since 
•then they have doubled. 

Our cuiTent budget of ?36,000 includes 
about $'2(),(i(H) in in-inting cosl.s wliicli can 
and will be reduced, iiartly by cutting down 
size and frequency of publication. The other 
!>IO,Ono admits of little reduction. Mo.<;t of 
it is taken up by advertising department 
salaries ($3,G00), rental and phone char- 
ges to the Union (about $800)'. typewriter 
rental ($250), mailing and delivery char- 
ges (about $1,000). These, totalling $5,G50, 
ar^fixed charges and cannot be altered. 

" The remaining expenses, although more 
Quidt-are equally necessary. They include 



photography and photo-engraving, taxis to 
3ur printers (who arc in Verdun), meals 
for those who must stay hero through sup- 
per to put out their page (only one per 
department and two for the News Depart- 
ment who work from 1 pm until 1 am) 
and other office expenses. The SEC invest- 
igating committee estimates that $1,000 at 
the very most can be cut from these ex- 
penses. 

The propo.sed publication schedule of 
The Daily for next year, under which we 
would print a tabloid of four pages (one- 
half of the present size) twice a week, and 
two of eight pages a week, wc consider 
the minimum for a McGill newspaper. As 
this year, five issues a week would be pub- 
lished for the first few weeks of the first 
term, when most of the campus activities 
are organizing or taking place. A possible 
alternative, at the same price, would be 
publication three times a week in the pres- 
ent form. That choice need not be made 
now. 

We believe that a McGill newspaper on 
any smaller scale than this wotild be un- 
al)Ip to serve the administration, the extra- 
curricular organizations, or the students 
«>f iMcGill adequately. No doubt there are 
improvements that should be made in The 
Daily's content, but Improvement and ex- 
tinction are two different things. 

We hope that you will keep these facts 
in mind, and that you will only reject the 
suggested fee increase if you are assured 
of the survival of The Daily.

Incrooscd efficiency In fnrm 
practices has made for ninrkcdly 
increased prosperity through the 
wheat belt, with a number of sur- 
prising results and n major ef- 
fect on the over-nil social pattern, 
nut wheat remains "king", and 
farm produce, f.ir from being 
overwhcljncd by nilucrnl reve- 
nues, accounts for fill pi'r cent of 
Western financial returns. 

"Since tho war, the huge debt 
has largely dlsapiieared and lorgo 
cash Investments have been niado 
by farmcr» for linplMiu iilM, lond 
and urban proiiertles", It was 
noted. 

Scientific weod control bns 
done much to change the West- 
ern picture, applying methoiU^of

An "enormous change" Is iigrl- 
culinro iind rural llviiig bns been 
efftcteil by the iidvotit of the 
comblne-barveKicr n n d other 
forms of machinery and by the 
greatly Increased use of tractors 
and trucks: the appearance of 
the countryside has even come In 
for n clinnRC. "Tho slacks of 
whoat which formerly constituted 
a chnrncterlBtlc feature of the au- 
tumn landscape nre gone. So are 
horses, except for tho odd one 
retained to do^ the odd Job." 
PIlOroUXD KKl'KCT.S 
Mechanlrntlon of Western farms 
has resulted In Inrgor farms with 
greater operating efficiency. It 
has hod a "profound effect" on 
community living: with farm 
homes so far apart It has beconio 
Increasingly difficult to maintain 
services, schools and churches, 
modlciil and dental services, and 
to provide electrification. 

".Many farmers have purchased 
property in towns and cities 
where they move for the wlhler 
— or go to Florida and Colifor- 
nla". Dr. Thompson observed. 
"And the Improved financial con- 
ditions enable them to do so." 

The «dlf flculty or impossibility 
of raising livestock In these con- 
1 dltlons la viewed with some con- 
cern. "A new form of rural life 
must be workfd out". Dr. Thomp- 
son stnteK. "What form it Is to 
take Is difficult to fae." It Is 
noted that changes in rurnl life 
hove led the Saskatchewan go- 
vernment to set up a Uoyal Com- 
mission to look Into related pro- 
blems and difficulties. 

University of Saskatchewan re- 
cords reflect changing times : 
"Tho actual number of farms Is 
decreasing, but the area under 
cultuvatlon Is larger: the sUe of 
the home farms of Agriculture 
students averaged 1,100 acres 
during a recent session. 

Il.\CK TO I'AH.M.S 
Changing conditions on West- 
ern farms have produced some- 
what predictable' changes In cam- 
pus circles: Aggies, whom some 
once choose to "look down their 
noHcs ni", are now "plutocrats'

Threatens Advent 
Of Depression 

Canada's growing unemploy- 
ment as a threat to depression 
.md ways to avoid this crisis was 
the theme of the talk given by 
.Mr. Frank Arnold lo tne LI'P 
chil) yesterday. 

.Mr. Arnold, who spoke Instead 
of Mr. N. Norenbcrg, told the 
club that unemployment Is not 
Just seasonal, but is our most 
."crlous iiroblcm riKht now, and 
If measures arc not taken to pre- 
vent It, n depression la Inevitable, 
Figures wore given by Mr. Ar- 
nold to show the growing rise of 
unemployment, proving that tlicro 
was a -18% rise from 1963 to 
1953, with 450,000 now out of 
work. 

Ono of the greatest causes for 
this rise : was declared to be tho 
largii amount of goods, which 
could be tuanufactured In Cana- 
da, Imported from the U.S.A.. 
thu.s doprlvlni: Canadians of Jobs. 

Tho ten-point policy to avoid 
depression Included tho process- 
ing of more raw materials In Can- 
ada; tho building of 'an all-Cana- 
dian St. Lawrence Seaway; the 
acceptance of pounds Sterling 
from tho HrltlHli Commonwealth 
countries In payment for goods; 
and tho adoption of n bill to pro- 
tect the civil rights ot all Cana- 
dians.
